EXPECTED STRIKE 


FLORIDA TONIGHT 


STORM THAT LASHED EAST 
COAST BELIEVED HEADED 


INLAND AGAIN 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov.. 7.— 


Hurricane winds, which caused 
eight deaths on 
Florida's 
east 


coast, was expected to lash that 
state's coastline east of Pensa- 
cola early tonight. 


At 8:30 a. m. central standard 


time, the New Orleans .weather 
bureau issued an advisory saying 
tho disturbance, of small area, 
was 150 miles slightly east of 
south of Pensacola and moving 
apparently north northeastward. 


"If present tendency continues," 


the report vead, "the center will 
cross the coast early tonight east 
of Pensacola, possibly near Apa- 
lachicola, attended by gales which 
may be dangerous over very small 
area near center." 


However, there was slight evi- 


dence of the approach of the dis- 
turbance along the western Flor- 
ida and Alabama coast lines. 


The 
barometric 
pressure

mained high along the gulf coast. 


The storm winds were believed 


to have lessened in strength.

of tho blow is sparsely settled, 
with the population largely con- 
centrated 
in ApalacHlcola, Port 


St. Joe and Panama City.

States In the oil industry today 
was looked upon in government 
and oil circles a.s damaging to the 
chances for success o£ an oil em- 
bargo against Italy. 


The Geneva action for the oil 
embargo made it conditional on 
the co-operation of states not en- 
rolled in the League of Nations, 
and yesterday's speechc by Cor- 
dell Hull, Americcan secretary of 
state, is accepted here as ruling 
out his nation's participation in 
the embargo. 


The only other way such an 
embargo could be imposed would 
be by agreement of private com- 
panjes. It was learned unofficial- 
ly the 
British government has 


approached neither 
,the 
United 
States government nor American 
oil companies in the matter. 


Little credence was given In oil 
distributing circles to rumors that 
the big international companies, 
such as the Anglo-Iranian, Royal 
Dutch Shell, and Standard Oil 
might consult on shutting off their 
product to Italy. 


Such action would be futile, it 


was pointed out, since it would 
simply divert business toward the

houses adopted bills limit- 
ing sale of liquor to unbrok- 
en packages as a basis for 
discussion of liquor regula- 
tion. 
'After two hours of maneuver- 
ing, the senate substituted a bill 
by Senator Clint Small of Ama- 
rillo for one by Senator Weaver 
Moore of Houston already before 
the chamber. 


• '., Small's bill, approved 15 to 9, 
defines a saloon as any place sell- 


-,-Jng liquor by the drink and per- 
; mlts. sales, by private dealers in 
• unbroken packages. 
Moore's bill 


would authorize sale of mixed 
drinks In bona fide eating places 
•where voted in local option elec- 
tions. 
• The senate also rejected a bill 
by Senator Will Martin of Hills- 
boro and others providing for a 
state monopoly over hard liquor 
sales. The vote was 15 to 11 with 
•two present and not voting. 


'Subsequently, the 
senate 
ad- 


• Journed until 8 o'clock tonight, 


and the action was interpreted as 


• presaging an early showdown on 
-the form of liquor regulation fa- 
vored, by the upper house. 


A bill limiting sales to unbrok- 


en packages was adopted by the 
house 67 to 66. 


. 
It was offered as a substitute 


for a wet proposal to permit sale 
of mixed drinks up to 25 per cent 
alcohol by volume in recognized 
restaurants and hotels. 


. Reversal of Sentiment. 
Me action represented a re- 


versal of seriitment from yester- 
day when the house voted 64 to 
60 for. the sale-by-the-drink mea- 
sure. 
Further tests of strength 


on liquor control legislation were 
•e'en as wet leaders sought to 
bolster their forces. 


Dry leaders unloosed a stinging 
assault against the wet -scheme, 
offered by Rep. R. Emmett Morse 
of Houston 
as "the 
only real 


compromise on the liquor prob- 


' lem." The wet plan would per- 


mit political subdivisions to de- 
termine by local option if drink 
•ales should be permitted. 


Rep. J. Bryan Bradbury.of Ab- 
ilene, author of the dry proposal, 
. asserted the w«ts had written the 
Inhibition against return of the 
open'saloon in the repeal amend- 
ment and "we ought to make 
them take their medicine." Brad- 
bjiry said the open saloon provis- 
ion was Inserted as a subterfuge 
to obtain .passage of the repeal 
amendment.

The house yesterday reversed 
previous stands on liquor control 
bills and approved by a four vote 
margin, 64 to 60, a wet bloc pro- 
posal to permit sale of distilled 
llquoc in mixed drfnks if sanction- 
ed by a local option election. 


Wets were aided by slight de- 
flections from the dry ranks, led 
by Rep. A. T. McKinney of Hunts- 
ville and asserted wet areas in- 
tended to have sale by the drink 
regardless of the law and aaid he 
was "tired of going through the 
mockery of passing laws that can- 
not be enforced." 
Undaunted by the reversal, drys 


reformed their ranks and rallied 
behind a proposal by Rep. J. Bry- 
an Brabury of Abilene to limit 
sales to unbroken packages by li- 
censed dealers. The bill was offer- 
ed as a substitute for the wet bloc 
scheme. 
Wet leaders, elated over their 


victory, worked to maintain their 
slight adventage, 
recognizing 
a 
change of a few votes would shift 
the tide against them. 


Pending for senate debate was 
a bill similar to the one sponsor- 
ed by the house wets. Drys said 
they would seek to substitute sale 
in unbroken packages. The sen- 
ate was regarded as being against 
sale by the drink.

tuce, cranberry, and other crops. 
Frost nipped vegetables in South- 
ern, California. Smudging held 
down the citrus damage.

Oklahoma, Texas, Missouri and 
Iowa. Two Kansas highways were 
blocked by high water near Fort 
Scott.

518 during the year, the depart- 
ment said. 


The chief saving was said to be 
in the field of war risk insurance 
provided for veterans injured in 
war. The agents of 
the 
federal 
bureau of investigation are assign- 
ed to look into litigated insurance 
ci.ses, and the bureau said $35,202,- 
025 was saved for the government. 


"Of the 3,078 cases investigated," 
t).e t announcement said, "dismiss- 
als were made in 2,005 cases; ver- 


i diets for the government rendered 
I in 549 suits; compromises advant- 
ageous to the government were 
effect in 310 cases, and verdict for 
the plaintiff was reached in 214."

$1,191,141 were recovered and oth- 
er "savings and recoveries" made 
up the $38,481,686 total. 
The "G" men put 3,717 criminals 


behind the bars; captured 1,030 
fugitives from federal justice and 
located 4,403 fugitives from state 
and local officers; filed 703,947 new 
criminal fingerprints, and made 
2,337 tests of evidence in their 
scientific crime laboratory.

CENTENNIAL CHAIRMAN

he Sun and Semi-Weekly Light 
with the request that it be given 
publication in these papers. 
The 


etter is self-explanatory, and fol- 
lows : 
To The Dally Sun and Semi- 
Weekly Light. 
I would like to have all the 


historical Information from 
any 


one in Navarro county and the 
city of Corsicatia at once in re- 
gard to the site of the Battle 
Creek Indian fight near Dawson, 
also about the site of the first 
oil well brought in in Corsicana 
and Navarro county, Oct. 15, 1895. 


The Centennial commission pf 


control advisory board 
of his- 


torians, has approved monuments 
to be placed at these sites, one 
on the highway nearest to the 
Indian creek fight. The highway 
commission will handle this monu- 
ment. 


The oil well monument means 


more than just a marker. As 
stated in The Dally Sun yesterday 
$200 for the monument, I under- 
stand, will come -from the Cen- 
tennial fund. This monument will 
be of granite, four feet high, 
thirty inches wide, 
and 
twelve 


inches thick. 
I am glad that the Corsicana 


Chamber of Commerce has ap- 
pointed a special committee 
for 


this matter. Corsicana was just 
a wide place in the road when 
the first oil well was brought in. 


It was the first real producing 


oil well west of the Mississippi 
river and it made the village of 
Corsicana Into the city of Corel' 
cana. It has made millions of 
dollars for the city and Navarro 
county. la was the forerunner of 
the oil activities that have re- 
sulted In billions of dollars to the 
western part of this great repub- 
lic. 


When this monument Is placed 


—-set on a great concrete base— 
celebration of • some kind should 
take place at that time. Remem- 
ber that the first oil field and 
also the Powell field, is still pro- 
ducing oil and is even now pour- 
ing money into Corsicana from its 
flow of black gold. 
I am quite sure that there are 


still hidden lakes of oil left in 
the Corsicana field. 


I will be glad to get all the In- 


formation in regard to the In- 
dian creek fight and on activi- 
ties at the time that the first 
well was brought in. This Cen- 
tennial idea was born in Corsi- 
cana and we should do our part.

"Anything which causes farm 
land values to get out of line 
with the earning power of the 
land Is bad for the farmer* and 
bad for nearly everyone else, the 
agriculture secretary said

low-Interest rates, the AAA 
activities, and, the generally easy 
money now might readily

in a lot of money flowing into 
farm real estate." 
He said farmer* should

thinking about wayi to prevent 
more land speculation like that 
of 1919 and 1920, and h'e urged 
:hem not to let land-buying activi- 
ties of "city folk" excite them.
